Few greater blessings could loom on 
the horizon of accomplishment in this 
modern time of automobiles, and of ac- 
companying accidents that maim and 
mutilate s0 many people, than an auto- 
mobile glass that would not break, of- 
ficials of the -Traffic Bureau declare. 

It has been the experience. of man- 
kind for a.century now that what is 
desperately needed can usually by sci- 
ence be supplied. The record of scien- 
tific accomplishments has followed this 
rule, and many things never dreamt of 
as possible have been ushered into be- 
ing when necessity has spoken. 

Then, if necessity is still to be served, 
it ought to be possible to devise a glass 
for automobiles that would not break 
in the event of a -ilision. If this

Automobile manufacturers, however, 
have made some advances toward the 
developoment of safety glass for auto- 
mobiles, it was disclosed. In fact, the 
newest model of a well-Known make of 
car is equipped with a ‘“nonshatter- 
able” glass.which serves the purpose. of 
a nonbreakable glass. 

There has been developed by manu- 
facturers two kinds of nonshtaterable 
glass. Business enterprise is to be 
credited for the development entirely 
Each kind of glass costs about three or 
four times as much as ordinary auto- 
mobile glass, it is said. However, this 
expense would not add materially to 
the cost of the automobile. 

Piano Wire Used. 


The new glass has a network of fine 
piano wires run through it. The 
strands of the wire leave unobstructed 
openings about 2 inches in diameter. 
The wires do not obstruct the view, 
and the driver is not conscious of the 
wires when driving, it is said.

Commission Has Own Clerks 
. Searching for 50,000 Claim- 
ants of $375,000. 


MANY CLAIMS UNFILED 
BECAUSE LITTLE IS DUE 


‘Methods to Be Considered 
After List of Names 
Is Copied. 


The Public Utilities Commission has 
‘embarked on an elaborate effort to find 
‘the claimants of the remaining $375,- 
‘900 of the impounded $6,000,000 fund 
of the Potomac Electric Power Co., 
somewhat less than half of which was 
ordered returned to consumers follow- 
ing a recent rate reduction. 

A force of clerks ranging as high as 
80 has been employed for months by 
the power company, trying to get the 
refunds into the hands of the consum- 
ers entitled to them, many of whom 
have moved from the premises occu- 
pied by them when they bought the 
current. 

The commission now has its own 
clerks copying the names and last 
known addresses of the consumers the 
company has failed to reach. These 
mumber more than 50,000. 

Some have been notified, but the 
amounts due them as refunds are 60 
small that claims have not been filed. 
For instance, Stanley Harris, manager, 
and Fred Marbecrry, of the pitching 
staff of the Nationals, each has less 

than a dollar coming to him. They 
have not taken the trouble to file a 
claim. 

There are several large amounts, the 
largest this far encountered having 
been $641.52 owing to the proprietor of 
a large apartment building. 

Just what the commission will do by 
way of helping to locate these former 
consumers has not been determined. 
After the copying of the lists has been 
completed the commissioners will con- 
sider what methods to pursue. 

One thing they desire is to 
refunds, in the cases of 

houses. to the tenants who 
in turn, by the landlords 
supplied at wholesale, instead of hav- 
ing the large sums paid to the land- 
lords themselves 

The refunds have to be made by 
January 1 or they will revert to the 

company. The commission has ordered 
that when the undivided remainder re- 
verts to the company it still be held in 
a fund and be absorbed as operating 
revenue in twenty equal annual in- 
stallments so that it will not appear 
as added revenue all in one year, in 
which case it might serve as basis for 
further rate reduction.

Shall the Jews of Washington forgive 
Henry Ford? 


This question will be considered at 
&® mass meeting of Jews in the Chev 
Sholem Synagogue this evening at 8 
o'clock. A vote will be taken on the 
question and, if it is in favor of for- 
giveness, another vote will be taken on 
the question of going on record to that 
effect. 

The mass meeting will be held under 
the auspices of the combined Orthodox 
Jewish congregations and organiza- 
tions and, so far as is known, it will 
be the first time the question of for- 
giving Ford has come up in the United 
States. Thus the meeting should at- 
tract national attention. 

The question of forgiving Ford comes. 
up as the result of the statement 
issued by the automobile magnate July 
8, in which he announced that he had 
ordered the Dearborn Independent, his 
Official mouthpiece, to discontinue per- 
manently all articles hostile to the 
Jewish people.

LUNACY APPEAL WINS 
REPRIEVE FOR JACKSON 


Electrocution Date Delayed 
Until November 11, in As- 
sault on Woman. 


~ 


JUSTICE. HOEHLING ACTS 


The electrocution of Philip Jackson, 
colored, originally set for July 1 and 
later postponed until July 29, was yes- 
terday delayed until November 11. 

Justice Adolph A. Hoehling of Crim- 
inal Court No. 1 yesterday overruled a 
plea by John H. Wilson, counsel for 
Jackson, fur a lunacy hearing and thus 
the way to the Court of Appeals is 
opened. Wilson noted an appeal from 
the conviction of Jackson on a charge 
of criminal assault, but did not per- 


fect that appeal and it was dismissed. 

Until the Court of Appeals decides 
whether or not the accused may have 
a lunacy hearing, the electrocution can 
not take place. This method of enter- 
ing the Court of Appeals is somewhat 
rare. The sole question to be pre- 
sented to the Appellate Court is 
whether Justice Hoehling abused his 
discretion in denying Jackson’s plea for 
a lunacy hearing. The records show 
that it is difficult to upset a ruling 
which is based on the lawful discretion 
of a trial judge. 

If the appeallate tribunal has not 
acted upon Jackson’s appeal by Novem- 
ber 11 another postponement will be 
necessary. Three other men are sched- 
uled to die in the electric chair on 
that day. They are Nicholas Lee 
Eagles, Samuel Moreno and John Proc- 
tor, who were found guilty of killing 
Policeman Leo W. K. Busch. Their 
case is also in the Court of Appeals. 

Justice Hoehling decided that Attor- 
ney Wilson failed to make a prima 
facie showing of insanity in the Jack- 
son case.

7,500-ton cruisers now and 
ton cruisers in -commission. In view 
of the absence of naval bases, the 
United States Navy needs 10,000-ton 
cruisers far more than the British. 
At the Washington conference in 
1921-22, the American delegation made 
sacrifices in the matter of naval bases, 
but received some compensation there- 
for when that conference agreed upon 
the 10,000-ton cruiser limit. Had this 
limit been reduced, as the British ap- 
parently now want to reduce it, the 
American delegation at Washington 
would not have felt safe in making 
the sacrifices relative to fortified naval 
bases. The gist of the present British 
proposal is that America live up to the 
sacrifices she made at Washington, but 
do away with the compensatory right 
she had to maintain cruisers large 
enough to take care of her needs.

If American naval strength is kept 
considerably below Great Britain's, it 
is contended that the Japanese could 
have a 60 or 70 per cent proportion 
with the United States, without expan- 
sion of her present navy. The Japanese 
spokesman pointed out tonight, that 
if the Japanese signed a treaty giving 
400,000 tons in cruisers to the United 
States and Great Britain, it would in- 
volve the construction of an additional

MEXICAN SEGRET POLICE 
EAD ACCUSED OF GRAFT 


Col. Avila and Assistants Are 
Charged With Blackmail 
Against Catholics. 


ARMY LEADER INVOLVED 


Mexico City, July 12’ (A.P.).—Indig- 
nation is sweeping over the capital at 
the revelation that for months there 
has been wholesale blackmailing of 
Catholic residents allegedly by mem- 
bers of the “judicial military police” 
and persons posing as police, who 
levied tribute on citizens by threaten- 
ing to punish them for having con- 
ducted religious ceremonies at their 
residences in violation of the religious 
law. 

President Calles has ordered the ar- 
rest and dismissal from office of Col. 
Antonio Avila, chief of the “judicial 
military police,” together with five of 
his subordinates pending an investi- 
gation of ‘charges that they forced 
money payments from many Catholic 
citizens or permitted police or persons 
posing as police to do so. 

Avila is already under arrest, but his 
five assistants are reported to have fled 
and are being sought. The attorney 
general has ordered a thorough investi- 
gation and has invited all citizens who 
have been victimized to give informa- 
tion. 

Col. Francisco Mayer, subchief of the 
special secret service of the department 
of interior, has been placed in charge of 
the investigation. He says that an un- 
named high military official, not yet 
arrested, is suspected of complicity, and 
he declares that all those guilty, re- 
gardless of rank, will be severely pun- 
ished. 

President Calles has also ordered abo- 
lition of the department of judicial 
military police, which, though small, 
had extraordinary power. It will be 
merged with the regular police.

“These gentlemen are all of the 
same mind that I should say on their 
behalf and on my own that none of 
us is in any way connected with the) 
matter under consideration. 


Deniles All Knowledge. 


“It is only fair to the public at large | 
and to our friends in particular that 
they should understand clearly that 
none of us here has had any knowledge 
whatever of the affair and, in fact, 
it would appear from the manner in 
which we have been arrested—some of) 
us before in similar circumstances— 
that we were handy people to fill up| 
a gap. We are prisoners on a very ob- 
viously false charge and we protest | 
against being on remand.” 

Those arrested are littie known to 
the public, with the single exception 
of Plunkett, but are sajil by the police 
to be connected with the extreme Sinn 
Fein wing which stood out against 
Eamon de Valera when the Republi- 
cans split. 

The extremist army organization 
promptly repudiated the crime, as also 
has De Valera. 

An enormous concourse of all ranks 
was drawn again today to the Mansion 
House, where the murdered statesman 
lies in state.

THE NAVAL CONFERENCE, 

The latest proposal made by the British 
delegates at Geneva is as unacceptable as the 
others. The British proposal is that 10,000- 
ton cruisers be limited in number, say 10 or 
13 each for Great Britain and the United 
States, and that the total cruiser tonnage be 
fixed at 400,000 for each country, with the 
proviso that except for the few 10,000-ton 
cruisers allowed, future building should be 
confined to cruisers not exceeding 7,600° tons 
each, with 6-inch guns. 

Foreign Minister Chamberlain told the 
House of Commons on Monday that the ques- 
tion of “total tonnage’ was by itself insig- 
nificant. “A decision on total tonnage and 
that alone,’”’ said Mr. Chamberlain, “will by 
itself be ineffective to check armaments or 
secure further limitation unless some other 
limitations are put on the number of ships 
which have the most aggressive character and 
which are proper accompaniments and parts 
of a great fleet. Mere total limitation of types 
will not lead to reduction of naval competi- 
tion, but will involve the parties concerned 
in still further: expansion and still further 
expenditure.” 

Thus the British position is diametrically 

pposed to the American. The American pro- 

sal is that the three powers concerned shall 
agree to limit their total tonnage of all types 
of vessels. If this is not limitation, what is 
it? But the British government is not will- 
ing to limit the total tonnage of its cruisers. 
It harps upon the size of cruisers, and not 
upon their total tonnage. As the United 
States needs 10,000-ton cruisers, the British 
delegates have found a block the 
American proposal by insisting upon a limi- 
tation upon 10,000-ton cruisers only, in the 
meantime insisting upon practically unlimited 
building of smaller cruisers. The effect of 
the British proposal, if accepted, would be to 
suspend the further building of large cruisers 
by Great Britain, while the United States 
would build a few; and Britain would be free 
to build as many small cruisers as she de- 
sired. Thus the arrangement would provide 
for an increase, rather than a of 
naval strength. 

Mr. Chamberlain laid stress upon 
gressive’ character of 10,000-ton 
But a cruiser of 6,000 or 7,500 tons 
as “aggressive” so far as ability to 
commerce is concerned. 

The United States suggested that the total 
tonnage of cruisers be limited to 250,000 or 
300,900 in the case of Great Britain and the 
United States. This limit has been thrown 
into the discard by Great Britain. The low- 
est limit that Britain will accept is 400,000 
tons, and this only if the United States will 
agree to build no more than say 10 or 13 
large cruisers. 

The numerous fueling stations possessed by 
Great Britain off the American coast will add 
greatly to the effectiveness of the small cruis- 
ers which Britain has. decided to build. 

Thus, as matters stand, the Geneva con- 
ference has developed the fact that naval ex- 
pansion, and not contraction, 
the British government.

If the British nation is so cer- 
tain that naval expansion can not disturb the 
good relations of the two countries, it will 
look with equanimity upon the building of an 
American navy much stronger than that of 
Britain.

FIGHTING 


CORROSION, 


Science again has come to the aid of 
housewife, this time with a solution for the 
prevention of tarnish which appears on 
silver within so few hours after it has been 
removed by polishing. During meetings’ of 
the American Chemical Society at Pennsyl- 
vania State College, R. M. Burns, of the 
American Bell Telephone laboratory, told of 
a process which superimposes a film of oxide 
of. copper so thin as to be invisible to the 
naked eye on articles of copper, which 
effectively prevents their corrosion.

THE REED COMMITTEE LOSES. 


The United States District Court for East- 
ern Pennsylvania yesterday dismissed the suit 
of the Reed ‘“‘slush fund’ committee, which 
sought to obtain possession of the ballot boxes 
in Delaware County in inquiring into the Vare- 
Wilson senatorial contest. The suit was con- 
tested on the ground that the committee had 
no official existence, but had expired at the 
end of the Sixty-ninth Congress. 

Judge Thompson held that the court had 
no jurisdiction in the case, and that it was a 
matter for the Senate to decide whether or 
not one of its committees was still in existence. 
He stated that the Reed committee was ask- 
ing the court to decide a question which, if the 
Senate were in session, it would ask the Sen- 
ate to decide, and that it would not have oc- 
curred to anybody to apply to the courts if 
the Senate had not adjourned. 

The court is right, of course, as will be ad- 
mitted, if the decision had been the other way 
and the Senate had subsequently decided that 
the Reed committee expired March 4 last. 
The composition and term of duty of a Senate 
committee are matters for the Senate to de- 
termine. The court is not in a position to 
ascertain what is in the Senate’s mind, espe- 
cially when senators disagree as they did over 
Chairman Keyes, of the

_ and treatment of air-mail matter in the various 


countries, together with arrangement of ac- 
counting systems which shall be uniform and 
equitable. 

The development of aerial navigation in the 
last five years warrants the prediction that 
within the next decade it will be possible to 
post a letter in New York in the evening with 
reasonable certainty that it will be delivered 
to the addressee in Paris, London or Berlin 
before the sun sets in New York on the follow- 
ing day. 


AIRPLANE EQUIPMENT LOANS. 


Harry F. Guggenheim, president of the 
Daniel Guggenheim fund for the promotion of 
aeronautics, has announced that the foundation 
is ready to advance equipment loans for the 
operation of air-passenger lines throughout 
the United States. which will be 
extended only to existing operating companies, 


The loans, 


will be similar to those used in the develop- 
ment of street railways and railroads. Planes 
bought under the equipment-loan provision 
will serve as their own collateral, and must 
be modern multi-motored craft, designed to 
fly even though one of the engines should be- 


| come disabled. 


The Guggenheim fund is rendering notable 
service in the development of American avia- 
tion. Under its auspices Col. Lindbergh is 
now starting on a tour of the country in the 
interest of aviation. The Guggenheim safe- 
airplane contest soon will get under way, re- 
wards in the competition to be granted to per- 
sons whose planes most closely approximate 
the performance of the ideally safe airplane. 
With the equipment-loan-fund idea the project 
of safety will be still further advanced. 

Not only must planes purchased with bor- 
rowed funds be of an approved type, but they 
must also be operated over routes approved 
for passenger service by the Department of 
Commerce. In Europe, it is pointed out, the 
public has come to accept the large multi- 
motored plane as an everyday conveyance. The 
fund seeks to bring about ac- 
liéves that it can be best accomplished by mak- 
ing available to operating companies means 
to procure proper planes for operation 
fully safeguarded routes. 

The undertaking is most important in the 
gradual development of an air-transport sys- 
tem. Legitimate operating companies no 
longer will have difficulty in securing proper 
equipment.

JUDGES MUST BE DISINTERESTED. 


Once again a Federal court has set the seal 
of disapproval on State laws which give a 
trial judge a pecuniary interest in fines and 
penalties exacted from a defendant found 
guilty of violation of the laws. The latest 
decision wherein this dictum issues from a 
Federal! tribunal is similar in many respects 
to a decision arising out of the finding of a 


| defendant in a recent Virginia case, in which 


it was shown that the judge imposing the fine 
received as his compensation a percentage of 
that fine. 

In July, 1924, John Baer, a resident of 
Fleming County, Ky., was arrested charged 
with a violation of the State liquor laws. 
He was found guilty and sentenced to pay a 
fine of $300, and $25 costs, and to confinement 
in the county jail for 30 days, together with 
a further period of 90 days upon failure to 
give a peace bond in the sum of $1,000. 

The fine and costs’ were paid, but the 
defendant sued out a writ of habeas corpus 
under the provisions of the Revised Statutes 
of the United States, wherein he claimed that 


he was in custody in violation of the fourteenth - 
| amendment to the Constitution. 


The District Court for the Eastern District 
of Kentucky, to which the appeal for the writ 
was made, in deciding that Baer was illegally 
held cities the law of the State which in this 
particular case gives the trial judge a 
pecuniary interest to an extent of at least 
$45, and holds that “the statutes in provid- 
ing that he (the judge) should have such 
an interest therein and that the quarterly 
courts held by him should have jurisdiction 
to impose such sentence by him, deprived the 
petitioner, potentially, of his property and 
liberty without due process of law, and hence 
are in Violation of the fourteenth amendment.”’ 

The contention of the State that the petition- 
er failed to avail himself of the right to object 
to the county judge trying the case at the time 
that he was before that court, and that he 
thereby waived his constitutional right to be 
tried by a disinterested and impartial judge, 
was held to be unsound. The petitioner was 
therefore ordered to be discharged. 

In rendering his decision the Federal judge 
said that the petitioner did not know he had 
the right to object to be tried by the judge 
thus interested. Until the recent decision of 
the United States Supreme Court, in the case 
of Tumey vs. Ohio, it had not occurred to any 
lawyer in Kentucky to make such a point, wor 
is it likely that the State courts would have 
held the point well taken, which was the case 
with the Ohio courts, whose rulings were set 
aside by the Supreme Court. 

This Kentucky case is the third wherein the 
Federal courts have held that State laws which 
provide for compensation of inferior court 
judges from fines exacted are in violation of 
that clause of the Constitution which gives a 
defendant the right to trial’ by a disinterested

What is deemed by many bankers to 
be one of the most important steps) 
taken by the District Bankers Associa- 
tion in many years looking toward im- 


& special meeting of the association, 
called by W. W. Spaid, president, for 
the purpose of considering further the 


importance of having all real estate 
notes certified by a responsible title 
company in connection with the mak- 
ing of real estate loans in Washington. 

The discussion of this subject began 
at the annual convention of the District 
Bankers Association in June, at Hos 
Springs, Va., 25 the result of an address 
on the subject by Francis G. Addison, 
jr., vice president of the Security Sav- 
ings & Commercial Bank, and its many 
phases were considered so important 
that a resolution was passed then re- 
quiring the calling of a special meet- 
ing of the association to consider the 
matter from all the angles that could 
be developed at such a meeting. 

The meeting yesterday proved of 
great interest and after hearing from 
many of the bankers the following reso- 
lutions were passed bearing on real es- 
tate notes: 


“That it is the sense of the members | 
of the District Bankers Association that | 


all first trust real estate notes here- 
after issued should be identified on the 
notes themselves by one of the recog- 
nized title companies, or the member 
banks will not look with favor upon 
their purchase or acceptance as col- 
lateral for a loan. 

“That it is the sense of the members 
of the District Bankers Association 
that all real estate notes other than 
first liens should be identified and cer- 
tified to by the title companies, or at 
least a notary public, and complete 
papers, including title certificate, in- 
surance policy and recorder’s receipt 
for the deed of trust, should be fur- 
nished in every instance where loans 
are requested against said notes as 
collateral.” 

It was brought out at the meeting 
yesterday that in the past, from time 
to time, banks and others have sus- 
tained losses through fraud occasioned 
by the duplication. of notes, all of 
which were purported to be first trusts, 
yet only one set of the notes were a 
good lien. Losses also have occurred 
through forgeries of deeds of trust and 
deeds of trust notes, and it was point- 
ed ous that many genuine real estate 
notes were not readily salable to, or 
received as, collateral by banks because 
of the lack of certainty of their genu- 
ineness. 

It was the opinion of many of the 
bankers that the full cooperation of 
the Washington Rea! Estate Board, real 
estate brokers and builders, would fol- 
low the action of the Bankers Associa- 
tion, so that their real estate notes will 
be more readily purchased or received 
as collateral by the Washington banks. 


Stock Dealings Limited. 


While prices remained strong in yes- 
terday’s session of the Washington 
Stock Exchange there was quite a drop 
in the volume of turnover with trading 
limited to sales of four stocks. On the 
bond side securities of Washington Gas 
Light only came out.

Fredericksburg, Va., July 12.—The 
establishment in Fredericksburg of the 
greatest shrine in America to the mem- 
ory of President James Monroe was 
definitely decided upon by the pur- 
chase here by Laurence Gouveneur 
Hoes, of Washington, great-great- 
grandson of the distinguished states- 
man, of the building used by the for- 
mer President as a law office before he 
became internationally famous. 

The building has been owned pri- 
vately for many years and frequent at- 
tempts have been made to purchase it. 
Mr. Hoes said the property immediately 
would be restored and provision made 
for its permanent maintenance. 

He also said the erttire collection of 
relics owned by the Monroe deéscend- 
ants would be placed here. 

Included in the collection is the 
court costume worn by Monroe while 
Ambassador to the Court of Napoleon, 
the dueling pistol owned by Monroe 
while he was a resident of Fredericks- 
burg; a desk used by him in the White 
House as President; a lock of his hair; 
the dress.worn by Mrs. Monroe when 
presented to the Court of St. James 
while her husband was Ambassador to 
England; furniture and a quantity of 
letters and other documents of his- 
toric value, 

The low brick building in which he 
had his law office has been marked for 
many years and thousands of tourists 
have visited it. Mr. Hoes is engaged 
in banking in Washington. 


JUDGE THAYER HEARD

Another witness to appear before 
the committee was Albert H. Hamilton, 
of Auburn, N. Y., a firearms expert, 
who testified for the defense at the 
trial. Soon after he left the revolvers 
taken from Sacco and Vanzetti when 
they were arrested were taken to the 
governor’s office.

New York, July 12 (A.P.).—From 40 
hours of “third degree,” in which he 
at one time faced 100 detectives whoss 
faces were hidden behind black masks, 
Ludwig Halverson Lee, Brooklyn cellar 
murder suspect, emerged today with 
police claiming one “slightly damaging 
admission” as their sole victory. 

Grilling of Lee, an athletic Norwegian 
of 38, was interrupted today by his ar- 
raignment on a short affidavit charg- 
ing him with the murders of Miss Sarah 
Elizabeth Brownell, 69-year-old spin- 
ster to whom he said he had been en- 
gaged, and Mrs. Selma Larsen Bennett, 
48-year-old mother of four children, 
Lee pleaded not guilty and was held 
without bail. 

Today a patrolman found in Pros- 
pect Park, not far from the house 
where portions of the hacked bodies of 
Miss Brownell and Mrs. Bennett were 
hidden, another package of bones. It 
was believed these appertained to the 
same murders. Lee was janitor of the 
28 Prospect Place house, which Mrs. 
Bennett sold to Miss Brownell. 

The “admission” police claims to have 
obtained from Lee was this: He told 
them, they reported, that he had pur- 
chased 35 large cans of lye from a 
Brooklyn hardware store, making small 
purchases at different times. But to 
this assertion Lee added that he had 
bought the lye to cleanse the sewer? 
and pipes of the house, in which grease 
had accumulated. 

““He’s the toughest subject we’ve ever 
handled,” Inspector Sullivan said, as 
the questioning of Lee was halted in 
the fortieth hour. Lee smiled at re- 
porters when he was taken to his cell.

| Development Is Venture. 


Whether wired glass will revolution- 
ize windshields is a development for 
the future. It is something of a ven- 
ture. But it is a venture in the right 
direction, and there is hope that it 
will be followed by further develop- 
ment. If the experiment proves en- 
tirely satisfactory perhaps it will be 
followed by further adoption.
